DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 9, 11-14, and 17 are allowed with Claim 9 being independent. 

Claims 15 and 16 are allowed with Claim 15 being independent. 

The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
alone and in combination does not disclose a ring compression device or method where 
a non rotatable substrate and a rotating body with pressers between, and movable by 
cam holes, are rotated by a cam and the tip of a first member is on a central axis circle 
in an initial position with second pressers are outside the circle in an initial position. 
Furthermore, it is not taught that once the second pressers are on the circle, the 
remaining pressers are moved toward the circle on the same central axis. 

The prior art of Owens has been made clear with respect to its disclosure in the 
Final Office Action on January 27, 201 1 and voids with respect to the current claims and 
remarks in Applicant's response. Owens is clearly teaching that all pressers reach the 
central axis at the same time. 

The art of West (U.S. 444,175) visually shows pressers being at different points 
with respect to the central axis, however, the disclosure is not properly teaching of how 
this would cure the deficiency of Owens with respect to the current claims.
